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1 of the present invention. For example, larger system bus widths may be utilized to 

2 increase system throughput and are clearly within the scope and spirit of this description. 

3 Similarly, alterations may be made to the layout of CDCC 100 without sacrificing the 

4 ability to transport control data from peer to peer in the intercom system without utilizing 

5 a single intermediary processor. In addition, the control data transport mechanism of the 

6 described intercom system may be incorporated into other electronic systems wherein 

7 high speed control communication is desired or necessary. Accordingly, all such 

8 modifications and additions are deemed to be within the scope of the invention which is 

9 to be limited only by the claims appended hereto. 
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
